A German Gunboat Had to Move Out to Escape

War Board and the Cabinet Meet at Washington to Consider Health of the Army 


and Important Dispatches from Dewey and Shafter. 


Dewey Acts Promptly Again at Manila. 


MANILA, July 9, via Hong Kong, July 13.—The insurgents on July 6 reported 


that the German gunboat Irene, in Subic Bay, had refused to permit them to attack 
the Spaniards on Grand Islands. Admiral Dewey promptly dispatched the Ilaleigh 
and Concord to investigate. 
On entering the Subic Bay the Raleigh opened fire on 


the forts, whereupon the Irene slipped her cable and steamed out by another channel. 
The result of the fire of the American warship was that the Spaniards, numbering over 
500, surrendered everything. 
On returning to Manila the Irene explained that she 


interfered "in the cause of humanity," and offered to hand over to the Americans the 
refugees she had on board to Admiral Dewey, who, however, declined to accept them. 
Governor General Augusti issued a proclamation promising to grant autonomy to the 
island, and offering the insurgents inducements to join the Spanish forces. 
Aguinaldo 


replied that the overtures came too late.

It is definitely settled that a forward movement will 
not begin until the army is fully backed up by big guns, the absence 
of which cost so many lives during the previous engagements. 
Probably twenty-four hours will elapse before a general engage- 
ment begins.

All Quiet at Santiago—No News at 10 A. M, 


WASHINGTON", July 13.—Some concern is felt as to the situation before Santi- 


tiago, largely because of lack of definite advices. 
So far today there has been no news 


of renewed fighting from General Shafter. 
At 10 o'clock a special meeting of the war 


l>oarcl was held at the White House, Secretaries Alger and Long and Gen. Corbin be- 
ing among those present. It related to the health conditions of the army before San- 
tiago. Information received indicated danger from fever at Siboney^and at other 
points. Owing to the reticence of officials it is not known whether fever has actually 
broken out. 
The war department is informed that the Spanish ship, San Domingo, 


was wrecked off the Isle of Pines, Cuba, while trying to run the blockade.
